DENVER, Oct. 2 (AP)—Presi- 
dent Eisenhower's headquarters 
announced today the United 
States will send a small Navy- 
directed expedition to the Ant- 
arctice. (See Page 16 of the 
Post-Dispatch Atlas section of 


Sept. 12.) 

The brief announcement said 
the decision to dispatch an ice- 
breaker to the South Pole area 
“is in line with continuing 
United States interest in the 
region.” 

The expedition will set out 
soon and remain four or five 
months, the Denver White 
House said. It added that in 
addition to map-making and col- 
lection of scientific data, the ex- 
ploring party will study supply 

roblems which will face a 
nited States group scheduled 
to take part in 1957-58 in an in- 
ternational geophysics program 
in the Antarctic. 

The White House said “no 
permanent shore bases will be 
established” by the Navy-super- 
vised expedition. 

The United States so far has 
refrained from staking any 
claim to territory in the South 
Pole area, but e importance 
of the region in the event of a 
war with Russia long has been 
under study by military experts. 

The Soviet Union, too, has 
recognized the strategic value 
of the Antarctic and has sent 
one expedition there without 
making a claim to territory. 

The White House announce- 
ment did not say who will lead 
the Navy expedition and offi- 
cials on hand here were unable 
to provide that information. 

The -last previous United 
States expeditions to the Ant- 
arctic were in 1946-47-48. 


R. Adm. Byrd Named Technical 
Adviser to Expedition. 


BOSTON, Oct. 2 (UP) — R. 
Adm. Richard Evelyn Byrd dis- 
closed today that he had been 
named “technical adviser” to 
the new United States Antartic 
expedition, which sails from this 
port “about Dec. 1.” 

“I've been carrying on a lone- 
ly campaign for American in- 
terest. in that great continent 
and now, finally, our Govern- 
ment has real interest in the 
Antartic,” Byrd said. 

He said the ship that would 
make the trip would be the ice- 
breaker Atka, a Navy vessel now 
stationed in Boston, just back 
from the Artic. 

Byrd hinted that the new trip 
was just the first of several new 
American expeditions, first since 
a 1947 exporation party. 

“This will be a reconnaissance, 
as I see it. The only change I 
wish we'd make in plans is to 
have some planes along,“ Byrd 
said. 

“Here we have a vast conti- 
nent—as big as the United States 
and Europe combined. We 
haven't made any territorial 
claims and we haven't recog- 
nized anyone else’s. And this 
continent, mind you, has unlimit- 
ed coal resources—and maybe 
uranium.”

Gruenther declared.

WORLD MEDICAL 
GROUP CONDEMNS 
GERM WARFARE 


ROME, Oct. 2 (AP)—The 
World Medical Association ap- 
proved yesterday a resolution 
condemning bacteriological war- 
fare, including a United States 
amendment that any limitations 
must be equally applicable to all 
countries. 

The amendment, as approved, 
also eliminated from the resolu- 
tion a clause “prohibiting physi- 
ciafis from taking any part in 
bacteriological research aimed at 
the preparation of germ warfare 
weapons.” 

The action was unanimous by 
doctors representing the associa- 
tion’s 52 nations—all of them 
outside the Iron Curfain. 

The proposal was made by Dr. 
Augusto Fernandez Conde of 
Cuba and was “strongly sec- 
onded” by Communist but anti- 
Cominform Yugoslavia. 

Dr. E. S. Hamilton of Kanka- 
kee, Ill., representing the Amer- 
ican Medical Association, said 
later: 

“We are in sympathy with the 
objective of the resolution, but 
this is an era of total war. We 
do not intend to use germ war- 
fare, but if someone else does, 
we must be prepared. We can- 
not be expected to suspend our 
research in this field unless we 
can be assured that such re- 
search by others also has been 
stopped.”

JUDGE SUGGESTS 


COUNTY CURFEN 


Grand Jury Asked to Con- 


sider Breakdown of 
Respect for Law. 


A suggestion that the new St. 
Louis county grand jury look 
into the possibility of recom- 
mending a curfew law for the 
county was made today by Cir- 
cuit Judge Douglas L. C. Jones 
at Clayton. 

In his charge to the Septem- 
ber-term jury, Judge Jones said: 
“As circuit judge and also 
serving as juvenile judge of St. 
Louis county, I feel that a thor- 
ough investigation should be 
made into all alleged violations 
of the law that have helped to 
spread the growing disrespect on 
the part of the public and the 
youth specifically for all forms 
of authority and to increase the 
number of cases heard annually 
by the juvenile judge.” ' 

In following its duty to ascer- 
tain if laws have been properly 
enforced in the county, the grand 
jury might consider calling as 
witnesses the persons who testi- 
fied in the State Attorney Gen- 
eral’s ouster suit against Sheriff 
Arthur C. Mosley, Judge Jones 
said. 

Taking up another part of his 
charge to the jury, the judge 
said: “Perhaps the citizens of 
St. Louis county would be in- 
terested in ascertaining if there 
has ever been a complete audit 
of the many offices in the 
county which deal with county 
funds—an audit by an individual 
firm of certified public account- 
ants.” 

Taking note that prior grand 
juries have inquired into alleged 
breakdown of law enforement 
in Wellston, but returned no in- 
dictments, Judge Jones declared: 
“TI, as a judge, am not willing 
to charge you to investigate only 
one of the 94 incorporated mu- 
nicipalities in the county, but 
you have the duty to ferret out 
crime and to investigate all felo- 
nies and misdemeaonrs commit- 
ted against the laws of the state 
of which you can obtain legal 
evidence.”

The re-election of Oppen- 
heimer to the post he has held 
since 1947 was unanimous. He 
greeted the not unexpected ver- 
dict with a smile. 
Oppenheimer was a brilliant 
scientific leader in the race to 
develop the world’s first atomic 
bomb for this country. 

Case Against Him. 
He drew criticism on himself

Oppenheimer denied that he, 
himself, ever was a Communist. 
He added that once President 
Truman gave the go-ahead on 
the H-bomb he went all out to 
co-operate.

Forward in Health 


In passing the fluoridation bill, the Board of 
Aldermen has taken its most impressive forward 
step in the public health field in St. Louis in 
years. 

Fluoridation will cut dental decay in our chil- 
dren and make the city a better place to live 
and raise a family. Coming as it does hard on 
the heels of the earnings tax victory, passage of 
the fluoridation measure is another sign that St. 
Louis is determined to wake from its long 
slumber. 


The bill directs Water Commissioner Skinker 
to add fluorides to the municipal water supply, 
under supervision of Dr. J. Earl Smith, the 
health commissioner. It becomes effective 30 
days after it is signed by Mayor Tucker. The 
Mayor's signature on the measure is a foregone 
conclusion since it was introduced at his request. 


Two other bills to implement this basic au- 
thorization have been referred to the Board of 
Estimate, a three-memper body that includes 
Comptroller Milton Carpenter, Aldermanic 
President Albanese and the Mayor. If they are 
approved quickly—and there is no reason why 
they shouldn't be—they could be enacted by 
the aldermen next Friday. o 


The addition of fluorides to the municipal 
water supply is a safe, cheap and effective 
public health measure for attacking dental de- 
cay in children. More than 900 communities in 
the United States with a total population well 
in excess of 18,000,000 are now enjoying its 
benefits. There is absolutely no reason why St. 
Louis should hang back any longer. 


Fluoridation bills have been permitted to die 
in each of the last two sessions of the board 
principally because Alderman Walter W. Ziegen- 
balg bottled them up in his public utilities com- 
mittee. Long regarded as the champion of the 
industrial user of water, Mr. Ziegenbalg has 
been suspended as an alderman and is awaiting 
trial on indictments charging he solicited and 
accepted bribes in connection with other legis- 
lation. 


According to the Chamber of Commerce, in- 
dustrial users of water in St. Louis no longer 
object to fluoridation. Laboratqry tests con- 
ducted by the industries themselves showed con- 
clusively that the addition of fluorides in lim- 
ited qualities constitutes no hazard to their 
products. This means that no hesitation what- 
ever need any longer delay action to improve 
the dental health of the city’s children. 
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Successor to the Devastating V-2 

The Army announces that it is going into 
pilot-line production of a long-range ground-to- 
ground guided missile known as the Redstone. 
Elton C. Fay, an Associated Press military writ- 
er, says the missile is presumably capable of 
carrying an atomic warhead and that its range 
may be around 500 miles. 

This seems quite likely since the Redstone is 
in part the work of Dr. Werner von Braun, the 
leading rocket scientist of Germany who devel- 
oped the devastating V-2 and who has been 
doing guided missile work in this country since 
the end of World War II. Von Braun's V-2, in- 
troduced near the end of the war, had a speed 
of 3600 miles an hour, a 150-mile range and a 
TNT warhead. There was fio defense against it 
and it did terrifie, damage, in London and Ant- 
werp. It sem likély tat his latest missile, pro- 
duced 10 years after the V-2, would be a vastly 
more potent weapon and also one well worth 
having in our arsenal. 
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What Bottleneck ? 


Some business groups are said to fear effects 
of a traffic bottleneck when the State Highway 
Department begins work on the Grand-Market 
street intersection and establishes a temporary 
bypass. Most such fears are based on misconcep- 
tions of the bypass. 

The worst misconception is that north-south 
traffic on Grand boulevard will be diverted on 
some kind of rickety wooden bridge 300 feet 
long with only two auto lanes. This is not so. 
There will be no wooden bridge. The state plans 
a temporary but solid dirt fill carrying a four- 
lane roadway, with streétcar tracks in two of 
the lanes as at present. 0 

Eastbound traffic on Market will be diverted 
along the south edge afd under the Grand 
boulevard viaduct. Westbound traffic will be 
swung into Clark avenue across Grand and 
back to Market on a temporary roadway. 


Traffic Commissioner Gonter told business 
men that he did not know how long it would 
take to complete the grade separation, but indi- 
cated that traffic might be diverted for a year 
and a half. Actually the Highway Department 
estimates the time at from 10 months to a year. 


Naturally a major grade separation cannot be 
bailt without some inconvenience to traffic, but 
there is no sound reason for fearing endless 
traffic jams far into the future. The bypass is 
well planned. And the goal of the project is to 
end a bottleneck which already exists.

A New Disarmament Plan 

The disarmament debate has gone on so long 
with no results beyond the making of propa- 
ganda that it is difficult to warm up to the latest 
Soviet proposals in the U.N. General Assembly. 

On their face, however, these proposals do 
represent a marked shift in the Soviet position. 
It is such a substantial shift that American, 
British and French delegates in the Assembly 
all agree that the Russians have moved signifi- 
cantly toward the Western views which hereto- 
fore they had rejected. 

Ambassador Lodg2 promised that Mr. Vishin- 
sky's proposals, even though they were wrapped 
in the customary unrestrained denunciation of 
the United States, will receive “careful and 
earnest consideration.” 

Until now the Russians have loudly demanded 
“prohibition” of atomic and hydrogen weapons 
but have never got down to talking seriously 
about the international control agency that 
would be necessary to make such a ban effec- 
tive. They have grandly demanded an immedi- 
ate one-third reduction in conventional arma- 
ments and armies but have declined to relate 
this to atomic disarmament or to accept inter- 
national inspection and enforcement of such a 
cut. They even buried a French plan for a cen- 
sus of existing arms establishments as a prelim- 
inary to the reduction of them. 

The new Soviet plan does relate atomic to 
conventional disarmament, proposing to be- 
gin with the latter and then to cease the manu- 
facture of atomic weapons when the second 
stage of ‘conventional disarmament begins. It 
does propose a permanent international control 
body with rights of inspection. It does propose 
a temporary control commission which could 
gather the preliminary information and serve as 
a pilct agency to test out the road. 

Some parts of the Vishinsky plan are not 
elear, and it contains plenty of knotty problems 


—tuch as the establishment of armament 
“norms” for each nation—which could defy so- 
lution in the end. But it represents enotigh of an 
advance from the old stalemate to warrant seri- 
ous negotiation. 

If it is true that war has become unthinkable, 
then the logical alternative is disarmament, and 


the West should always be ready to negotiate to . 


that end. 
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Genuine Amazement 

No practical politician would blame Senator 
Capehart for his amazement at the family squab- 
ble which has broken into the open in the Eisen- 
hower Cabinet. With reference to Secretary of 
Labor Mitchell and Secretary of Commerce 

eeks, the Indiana Republican says, “I'm amazed 
that they'd wash their dirty linen before the 
public,” 

Secretary Mitchell had just told reporters of 
his differences with Secretary Weeks on labor 
policy—especially with Mr. Weeks's idea of put- 
ting labor unions under the anti-trust laws. 


Obviously Senator Capehart is not amazed by 
the dispute itself, for that has been common 


‘knowledge in Washington for a year, as the 


Associated Press reports. What amazes the Sena- 
tor, evidently, is the incredibly bad political 
timing involved. 

Here it is less than a month before the Novem- 
ber elections, when campaign orators are busy 
spreading sweetness and light and party unity, 
and two of the highest men in the Administra- 
tion choose this of all times to air their long- 
standing arguments. 

This is the second time that the public has 
learned first-hand that the task of Secretary of 
Labor is no bed of roses, especially with Mr. 
Weeks around. A year ago former Secretary of 
Labor Martin Durkin resigned after a dispute 
with the Commerce Secretary on labor policy. 


Mr. Durkin accused the Administration of 
reneging on its promise to revise the Taft- 
Hartley Act. He said the President had agreed 
on a labor message for Congress, but after the 
message was “leaked” to The Wall Street Journal, 
the President told him he had changed his mind. 


Oddly enough, the same enterprising news- 
paper seems to have a role in the Mitchell vs. 
Weeks argument. On Wednesday the Journal, 
calling the Weeks memorandum on labor policy 
“highly confidential,“ proceeded to describe it in 
detail. On Thursday reporters questioned Mr. 
Mitchell and he admitted there was a dispute. 


On Friday Senator Capehart was amazed. 


Secretary Weeks's involvement in labor policy 
stems from his “theory of his job,” as described 
dy the Journal: “The Secretary feels that few 
subjects are more important to business than 
labor relations and that, as business’s represen- 
tative, he should have a voice in shaping labor 
policy.” 

It would be only fair, of course, for Secretary 
Mitchell to apply reverse English to the same 
theory, and demand that the Labor Department 
have a voice in business policy. Somehow this 
idea has been successfully avoided. 


What the White House staff seems to need 
now is a little more generalship. If that did not 
produce agreement on Administration labor poli- 
cy, at least it might command a decent respect 
for the mid-term elections. 
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An Important Assignment 

Scovel Richardson, former dean of the Lin- 
eoln University Law School, has been designated 
chairman of the Federal Parole Board. This ele- 
vation to the chairmanship follows by slightly 
more than a year President Eisenhower's ap- 
pointment of Mr. Richardson to a seat on the 
board. Commenting on this, the St. Louis Argus 
Says: 

In all fairness, President Eisenhower has 
compiled a most complimentary record in 
the selection of Negro citizens to serve our 
country in high posts. His choice of quali- 
fied and outstanding individuals has vividly 
demonstrated that the Negro citizen is quite 
capable of shouldering the responsibility 
that goes with equal opportunity. i 
Actually however the elevation of Dean Rich- 

ardson to the chairmanship of the board is less 
important because of its recognition of his race 
than it is as a test of him or anyone else who 
fills the post. The chairmanship of the Federal 
Parole Board could be misused. The Parole 


Board has not always been free from improper 


pressures and influences. The trust imposed in 
Scovel Richardson is the finest of compliments. 
We believe that countless St. Louisans are wish- 
ing him every success in his important work.

Drouth Rates—Limited 


The railroads are again going to allow half- 
price freight rates on hay for drouth relief 
brought into Missouri and 14 other states. So 
the White House announces on the authority of 
the president of the Association of American 
Railroads, William T. Faricy. Mr. Faricy says the 
reduction probably will be in effect from Oct. 1 
to Dec. 15. 

Earlier this month, the western railroads had 
announced their decision against allowing the 
cut rates again this year, on the ground that 
their business was off. It is therefore gratifying, 
as President Eisenhower says, that the railroads 
have responded favorably to the request which 
he and Secretary of Agriculture Benson made 
a few days ago. 


It will be still more gratifying if the railroads | 


will agree at the outset to stay by the job until 
it is done. Last year the cut rates were granted 
only till mid-December, when it was obvious that 
they would be needed for a longer time to save 
the dairy and beef cattle industry in the state. 
What use would it be to start the task of rescue 
and lose the whole effort by stopping it in mid- 
course? Yet last year’s cut rates were extended 
to mid-May only after the western lines had first 
refused and then given in when Frisco and Mis- 
souri Pacific broke ranks. |

The President’s Power Statement 


The Mirror 
of 
Public Opinton 


Tennessee Valley daily says Mr. Eisenhower voiced “strange 
misunderstandings at McNary dam; never heard of anyone 
advocating federal monopoly;.chief exccutive ignores local par- 
ticipation in TVA and remarks are declared hostile to it. 


An Editorial in The Chattanooga Times 


Although President Eisenhower did 
not call TVA by name in his McNary 
Dain “public power” speech, long pas- 
sages of that address seemed to be di- 
rected towards this region and the dis- 
pute raised by the Dixon-Yates contract. 


Even if the President was not aiming 
at TVA, the views expressed are dan- 
gerous to the orderly development of 
the Valley Authority which, during the 
presidential campaign of 1952, Mr. Eis- 
enhower promised to support. 


“It is not properly a federal responsi- 
bility to try to supply all the power 
needs of our people.” Of course not. 


“Yet, there are some who contend 
that the development, and distribution 
of hydro-electric power is exclusively 
the responsibility of the Federal Gov- 
ernment.” Who holds such views? 


The majority of the people of the 
Tennessee Valley simply believe that 
when the Federal Government takes 
over the development of electric power 
in a specific area it is morally responsi- 
ble for doing a fair job in that area. 


“These believers in centralization fail 
to warn us that monopoly is always 
potentially dangerous to freedom—even 
when monopoly is exercised by govern- 
ment. Cursously enough, they proclaim 
their, fear of a private power monopoly 
in a county, city or state, but urge 
upon us all a gigantic, overwhelming, 
nation-wide monopoly. . . The Ameri- 
can people do not want and do not need 
to have any such monopoly, nor do they 
want a system leading to it.” 


Private Monopoly Before TVA 


That paragraph contains many strange 
misunderstandings. 

We have never heard anyone in TVA 
or any r nsible person in the valley 
urge “a tic, overwhelming nation- 
wide monopoly.” Monopoly is indeed 
“always potentially dangerous to free- 
dom” but monopoly in the distribution 
of electric power is possessed in their 
areas by the large private power con- 
cerns as well as by public power system. 


The TVA by contract bought out the 
monopoly of the Tennessee Electric 
Power Company of the Commonwealth 
& Southern chain of private power 
monopolies. The right of a private 
power company to have monopoly in its 
area was recognized long before TVA 
was ever dreamed of. 


That right was abused by some pl 
vate power companies and could be 
abused by TVA—though we do not be- 
lieved it has been. 


The President says the people do not 
want a “gigantic, nation-wide” federal 
power monopoly. They certainly do not. 


But is he referring to TVA when he 
adds that the people do not want “a 
system leading toward” that nation-wide 
monopoly? Such a reference to TVA 
could only be regarded as hostile to the 
great development which the President 
himself has promised to support in its 
orderly development. 


“They (the people) know they can 
have all the wer capacity of our 
streams developed, as needed, without 
forfeiting the advantages of local re- 
sponsibility and participation.“ The 
President has frequently referred to 
“local participation” when seemingly 
hitting at the TVA. He also sometimes 
hints that rights of states and cities 
are violated by TVA. “Local participa- 
tion”—is not the investment of $400,- 
000,000 by the people of the valley in 
their power-distribution system “partici- 
pation’? 


As for states’ rights, many in the 
President’s audience may have read 
“Uncle Sam in the Pacific Northwest,” 
by Charles McKinley, professor of po- 
litical science at Reed College, Portland, 
Ore., who declared: 


“No more ridiculous allegation has 
been made, in all the extravagant and 
acrimonious debate about the valley- 
authority question, than the repeated 
charge that TVA represents an attack 
upon states’ rights and local govern- 
ment. People who make such state- 
ments are either ignorant of its history 
or purposeful prevaricators.“ 


President's Official Family 


President Eisehower {s not ignorant 
of the history of TVA and he certainly 
is not a “purposeful prevaricator.” He 
simply has the burden of the world on 
his shoulders and must rely in large 
part on opinions furnished by his offi- 
cial family, especially when on tours 
requiring a number of lengthy speeches. 


The TVA works closely with state and 
local agencies. Locally owned and lo- 
cally managed municipal and co-opera- 
tive systems distribute TVA power. 
Under TVA encouragement valley state 
agencies concerned with resources in- 
creased expenditures on such resources 


/from $8,500,000 to $43,000,000 between 


1934 and 1949, and the increase con- 
tinues. 


The President says that as needs ex- 
pand, “still more federal intervention 
becomes necessary.” He adds what 
seems to be a warning to the TVA re- 
glon—“ Such a conversion of local re- 
gone into federal satellites poses a 
threat deadly to our liberties. The 
Administration in Washington—and the 
present leadership in Congress—are 
unalterably opposed to such a malignant 
growth of bureaucracy.” 


The TVA wants to expand only in its 
own borders. It does not expect the 
Government to build at exorbitant waste 
a private power plant on its borders in 
a thinly veiled effort to damage the 
magnificent structure which the govern- 
ment itself built here in the Tennessee 
Valley. 


We have no doubt that the President's 
public power speech will be variously 
interpreted and may eventually be re- 
appraised. Its implications should not 
go unangwered in this region which 
admires Dwight Eisenhower so much.

WAKE UP, AMERICA, by Paul Ginsberg. (Vant- 
age Press, 157 pgs., $3.) 

America is losing the struggle with 
world Communism, warns Paul Gins- 
berg, past national commander of the 
Jewish War Veterans. Capt. Ginsberg 
about a year ago inspected 19 Far and 
Middle Eastern and European trouble 
“spots. This book is based on his report 


to the veterans group, which sponsored 
the tour. 


A patient Russia, he is convinced, will 


start World War III when she thinks she 


can crush a United 
States “unarmed, 
unprepared and iso- 
lated.” The au- 
thor's interview 
with an Indian in- 
tellectual illustrates 
how well Russia has 
confused and poi- 
soned the mind of 
Asia against us. 
The Soviet Union's 
tremendous vieto- 
ries so far, it is 
pointed out, have 
been won by ideo- 
logical warfare and 
by using satellite 
armies to bleed the United States. A 
war on Chinese soil, Ginsberg claims, 
must be avoided despite the fact 
China is facing internal revolt. How- 
ever, he advocates greater use of 
Chiang’s forces, and would have used 
them in Korea. 


To stop further Korean-type little 
Wars“ he would make it plain to Russia 
any further aggression will result in an 
attack on Russia itself, with “every 
weapon of destruction in our arsenal.” ' 
He would expel Russia from the Unit- 
ed Nations. 


To survive, the author says, we must 
keep our military forces strong, greatly 
expand the Voice of America and infor- 
mation services, promote a strong Point 
I program to feed the world’s starving 
whe are ripe for Communism, and be 
more generous with our allies. To do 
all this, we must cut our standard of 
living if necessary. Politicians must 
cease offering tax cuts at the expense of 
the defense budget. 


The author favors liberalization of the 
McCarran-Walter Immigration Act to 
help refugees from Communist nations. 
A large-scale private organization like 
CARE is suggested to provide for them. 


Ginsberg for some time has advo 
cated a NATO-type command for South- 
east Asia. Also he recommends we pro- 
vide markets for Japan to keep her eco- 
nomically independent of Communist 
nations and convince India she must 
retorm her serf-like agricultural system. 
The Kashmir dispute between India 
and Pakistan must be settled ong, 
Although Israel is praised as the “Gi- 
braltar of the Middle East,” the author 
warns we must try to gain back the 
goodwill of the Arabs, organize a Mid- 
dle East mutual aid pact. In Europe, 
he sympathizes with the French fear of 
Germany, and says Gérmany actually 
is the one who will have to make the 
concessions in rearming for Western.

Japanese Christian Leader

Toyohiko Kagawa, Christian 
evangelist and social reformer 
of Japan, will make three ad- 
dresses in the St. Louis area 


Tuesday. His last visit here was 
four years ago. 

His talks here are sponsored 
by the Metropolitan Church 
East St. 
Louis Ministerial Alliance. 


At 12:15 p.m. Tuesday he will 

speak at a luncheon of the 
Christian Social Action Commis- 
sion .of the church federation at 
Emmanuel..Episcopal Church, 
Webster Groves. At 2:30 p.m. he 
will address a public meeting at 
the same place. He will speak 
at 8 p.m. at First Methodist 
Church, Thirteenth street and 
Summit avenue, East St. Louis. 


When the Rev. Dr. O. Walter 
Wagner, executive director of 
the church federation, was in 
Japan last April, he visited 
Kagawa at his home in a su- 
burb of Tokyo. The Japanese 
leader is honorary chairman for 
Japan of Heifer Project, Inc., 
which supplies livestock for 
areas of need. 


Kagawa is on his way home 
from the assembly of the World 
Council of Churches at Evans- 
ton, III., where he gave an ad- 
dress on the evangelization of 
‘industrial and rural workers. 


He is 66 years old and in ill 
health, but he continues to serve 
the slum poor of Japan among 
whom he has lived for many 
years. He has long been an out- 
standing Christian labor leader 
in Japan. He has organized 
many co-operatives for the peo- 
ple. He has written more than 
100 books, all the proceeds go- 
ing to the poor. 

Im Tokyo last April, Kagawa 
told the Rev. Dr. Wagner, “By 
1960 we shall have 100,000,000 
people in these little islands. We 
must all learn to live together.”

NEW YORK, Oct. 2 (AP)— 
Senate investigators checking on 
a Manhattan slum elearance 
project have disclosed more than 
$500,000 paid out over a two- 
year period without any con- 
struction being started. 

Most of the money went to 
sponsors of the project or their 
relatives, witnesses revealed yes- 
terday at a Senate Banking 
Committee hearing. 

The project was turned over 
to private developers two years 
ago after the federal and city 
governments financed purchase 
of the slum area. Since then 
only one of the six blocks of 
tenements has been razed and 
project sponsors have profited 
from rents collected for the 
slums that still stand. 

Samuel Caspert, secretary for 
the project and a witness before 
the committee, conceded that 
the job is a “little behind” 
schedule. : 

The project is known as Man- 


_ hattantown, Inc., and is located 


in upper westside Manhattan. 
It was to be completed four 
years after the developers took 
over.

Until the Brussels organiza- 
tion began functioning, arms 
control powers in Germany 
would be in the hands of the 
occupying nations. 

During this interim period, 
Germany should pledge not to 
manufacture any arms of a 
“sensitive nature.” The German 
government also should promise 
not to manufacture any ordi- 
nary arms except those neces- 
Sary to equip the 12 divisions 
it is scheduled to raise for west- 
ern defense. 

‘Harsh Words Exchanged.’ 

A British Foreign Office 
spokesman warned last night 
that Britain would withdraw its 
offer to maintain troops on the 
European continent if the con- 
ference breaks down. The offer 
was made to the conference 
Wednesday. Dulles already has 
said the United States might 
have to withdraw its troops from 
Europe if the talks fail. ,

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Barbecue Sauce 
By Edith M. Barber 
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THIS OUTDOOR MEAL FEATURES CHOPPED MEAT CUTLETS AND 
CORN ON THE COB. 


HE term “barbecue” is 
T pretty generally applied now- 
adays to any meat cooked 
over the coals. Few of us have 
ever attended the original type 
of barbecue where a whole pig 
or a lamb, or even a whole side 
of beef is cooked in a pit, some- 
times for more than 24 hours. 
The association of a _ spicy 
sauce with a barbecue is a mod- 
ern innovation, although I am 
cértain that bottles of catsup 
have always been on hand to 
savof meat. Catsup, chili sauce, 
sliced pickles or mixed pickles 
are sometimes preferred to a 
sauce, and they need no prep- 
aration, of course. 


Chopped meat is undoubtedly 
more widely used than anything 
else for grilling over the coals. 
You may like to form the pat- 
ties cutlet style as a change 
from the usual cakes or balls. 
These will have a particularly 
good flavor if chopped onions 
are sauteed lightly and placed 
betwen two thin strips of meat 
before it is grilled. 

It is doubtful whether any 
plates were served with the orig- 
inal barbecue, and fingers prob- 
ably took the place of forks. We 
may get along without the forks, 


but not without plates. Those 
heavy paper plates available 
nowadays in such attractive plas- 
ticized styles are convenient and 
labor-saving, not only for bar- 
becue meals but for informal 
indoor meals. You may take your 
choice among colors. 0 
Chopped Meat Cutlets. 

Season chopped meat with 
salt and pepper. Place between 
two pieces of waxed paper and 
roll thin. Cut into shapes and 
let stand while sauteeing chopped 
onions in a little fat. Place 
onions between two pieces of 
meat and broil on both sides 
until lightly browned. 

Barbecue Sauce. 

One minced onion, two table- 
spoons salad oil, two tablespoons 
vinegar, three tablespoons lem- 
on juice, one cup chili sauce, 
one cup water, two tablespoons 
Worcestershire sauce, one tea- 
spoon celery salt, one-half ta- 
blespoon dry mustard, two ta- 
blespoons brown sugar, one- 
eighth teaspoon cayenne, one ta- 
blespoon chili powder. 

Cook onion in salad oil until 
yellow. Stir in remaining in- 
gredients and let simmer over 
low heat about 25 minutes until 
sauce thickens.
